DER ELECTRIC CAR WHEELS. 


Got Off a Moving Car and Stepped on tlie 


Track iu Front of an luconiiug Electric 
—leaves a Family. 


Whether from carelessness or from over-

stantly killed and horribly mangled by an 
electric car in Dracut opposite Donovan's 
ice houses, last night, between 8 and 9 
o'clock.

a -man -who was in the toad. In jumping 
he landing in front of an incoming car anc 
vras knocked down and run over, the 
wheels crushing his head, breaking an arm 
SBu^Juangiiiig the body.

tional Murder. 


BuTFALO.April 30.—Montgomery Gibbs 


who left the city editor's desk of the olc 
Evening Republican, this city, to go into 
a lawyer's office 19 years ago, and who be 
came one of the best known members o 
the bar and prominent real estate dealer 
was mysteriously murdered on, Delawar 
avenue, Buffalo's moat fashionable streps 
shortly before 10 o'clock Saturday nighl 


The murder was committed on th 


roadway leading into the premises of Mis 
Squire's, at No. 44. Gibbs was taken 
the general hospital, but died just afte 
tie had been lifted on the operating tab! 
or about three minues after he had ar 
rived. 


The police confess that they have not 


•taale clevf. The most plausible theory 
is that there is a woman at the bottom o 
the affair. There ia no doubt that Gibb 
was a man who was very fond of th 
iociety of young married women. It 
asserted positively that he has been en 
gaged in more than one liason of thi 
kind. 


It seems to be almost a moral certaint 


that Gibbs was killed either by a worna 
with whom he had trifled, or by the hu 
band or lover of some woman with whom 
he had had dealings. The police thin 
he was decoyed to the spot where he wa 
killed. No trace of his movements o 
Saturday night between the time he le: 
his home, 7:30 o'clock, and the time of th 
murder can be found.

CHICAGO, April 30.—A scheme of prodig-

yesterday afternoon at a meeting of tha 
White City Co-Operative association, an 
organization 
of socialistic tendencies. 


Colorado was declared to be tho state 
where the 
overthrowing shall begin. 


It is intended to place co-operative 
committees in one state so they could 
multiply and eventually control the leg- 
iilature of that state to the establishment 
of a complete state cooperative machine, 
and the conquest of the balance of tha 
country would be the more easy and more 
quickly secured through the example of 
its practical operation on so large a scale 
•e a state. It will be some time before 
the onward movement begins.

"Gentlemen—I Ond records in the cash 


iook for Sept. 1891, showing the payment 
f money by Patrick Buckley, who was the 
reasurer of tbe union,for a bill for hats fur- 
nished for your union on an order of a 
committee from your organization. 


T regret very much tbat an injustice 


was doae your union through a report ol 
words attributed to me by the committees, 
consisting of Messrs. Ring and Kendall, 
who waited upon me a short time ago. I 
do not believe those gentlemen made will- 
iil false statements as to what my words 
were at that time, but they ceitainly mis- 
understood me. I never used tho name of 
rour uniou during the interview, although 
l was perfectly aware at the time tbat, I 
!urnished hats to your union and was pafd 
:or them by Mr. Bucklej, whom I have 
cnownfor years. With the record of the tran- 
saction on our books it would be strange 
indeed that I should make such a charge 
against your union." 


Tbe letter was written to explain a state- 


ment made by tbe committee mentioned 
therein and to set matteis right. The state- 
ment was to the effect that Mr. Smith told 
the committee that the building laborers' 
:aine to him for a price on hats and after- 
wards went and purchased prison-made 
hats, three eeuts cheaper. The letter was 
addressed to the Building Laborers' union. 


Messrs. Logan and Rafferty were ap- 


pointed a committee to attend a hearing at 
the state house to-day on the appointment 
of three additional factory inspectors as 
called for in the weaver's particulars bill. 


Mrs. L. J. Harding then addressed the 


union, on the purpose of the Boston Equity 
>nnion. 


Its object is to establish a school for edu- 


cation on labor, aud speakers will be fur- 
nished any labor organization, without 
charge. 


She then dwelt upon Coxey movement 


which she characterized as a national 
problem, and said: "Demonstrations like 
these are not to be passed over with ridi- 
cule by any man of heart or brains as 
the movement is tha child of widespread 
distress.

It ia necessary that the bill should hi 


disposed bofore the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation now in process 
of completion by the appropriation com 
nutte is framed, as the changes it makes 
in existing law must be incorporated iu 
that bill. As soon as it is out of the way, 
tho river and harbor bill will be called up. 
In case the Republicans persist in an ob- 
structive program an attempt will ba 
made to pass it a week from today, under 
suspension of the rules.

Some while 
running were thrown to the ground by 
the violence of the shocks that followed 
the first severe one and were quite badly 
hurt. The earth swung to and fro like a 
pendulum. Great fissures opened IB ths 
earth over an area of 10 square kilometers. 


Only those who have witnessed ta» 


helpless terror occasioned by a severe 
earthquake shock can form any idea of 
the panic-stricken condition of the people, 
from which they have not yet entirely re- 
covered. 


Much damage was don« along the 


shore by a seismic wave which encroached 
along the coast for a distance of #0 
meters. A number of houses were de- 
stroyed by this means, and there can be 
ao doubt that lives were alga logt. 


Huge masses of rock were detached 


from the mountains and hurled with 
thundering crash into the yalleys below. 
Bye witnesses of the scene describe it as 
having been an awe-inspiring exhibition 
of the mighty forces of nature, before 
which man was utterly helpless. 


Deep subterranean, rumblings and re- 


ports, resembling the sound of cann«p 
fired at a distance, cuuiluue to be hea 
and the people are in mortal fear

nt the cosnmouweal, strmdiagon a rickety 
fcagon in tie center of the Brightwooi! 
driving park, waving aloft his alpine ha! 
to one of the most cosmopolitan and ex- 
tensive audiences ever gathered in Wash- 
ington, announced yesterday afternoon 
that the greatest march of the 19th cen- 
tury had been accomplished. 


The march had been accomplished, bat 


its ending was in pitiful contrast to the 
massing of the thousands of unemployed 
that its projectors had prophesied. Three 
hundred and.'a half of miserably dressed, 
wobffgone, grumbling, out-at-the-elbows 
and run-dowu-at-the-heels specimens of 
humanity, who bore striking resemblances 
to the familiar genus tramp, marched 
into the park, led by a wheezing apology 
for a band, pitched tents, and stretched 
themselves in the sun. 


Thousands from the city turned out to 


make a holiday of it and inspect tbe cu- 
rious aggregation. They listened to the 
weird talk 'of Marshal Carl Browne and 
the PopUlistic speech of Coxey. Then 
they turned toward home in a haze ot 
mental wondenueut at the whole queer 
performance,the perseverance with which 
it had been carried out and the strength 
it had gained. Across the park, enterpris- 
ing colored citizens had established their 
booths for -traffic 
in gingerbread and 


sweetened water, which passed current 
Under the guise of lemonade. 


Cvooks Were There. 


The semblance to a circus layout was 


furthered" by thimble-riggers and shell j 
men skulking about the outskirts of the 
crowd. But when the people poured into 
the park enclosure the suggestion of 
circus day was full blown, Ia the center 
of the half-mile track appeared the can- 
vas enclosure which encircled the quar- 
ters of the commonweal army. 


Half a dozen weather-beaten army tents 


stood about the canvas-drawn circle with 
several canvas-covered commissary wag- 
ons. . Tents aad wagons wera covered 
with 
black-painted 
legends, 
which 


were a queer mixture of good roads, rein- 
carnation and finance. The graafc Per- 
ea&ron horses with shaggy fetlocks were 
tethered about thewagons. Nearby were 
fastened two large American flags, and 
the emblematic banners were piled on the 
ground. 


Most interesting of the sights, how- 


ever, were the hntnan elements, the rank 
and file of the Quixotic army, the men 
who had marched and borne the brunt of 
mud and storms and cold. They were 
the most unique and inexplicable aggre- 
gation ever -brought together. Some of 
them were at work about the tents and 
wagons, others curled up oa the damp 
ground munching great chunks of bread, 
afld many more stretched sleeping in the 
sun with their heads pillowed on rolled- 
up coats. Fa€hionably dressed women 
stood about surveying the men, com- 
menting upon their appearance with no 
apparent realization of the fact that the 
subjects of their comments were human 
beings who could hear and understand 
them. 


A. Talk-With Coxey. 


Over in the most pretentious teot, which 


bore the sign "headquarters" painted 
across it, were found the leaders of the 
army, General 
Coxey and 
Marshal 


Browne. 


Clad in a fashionable earing suit of 


light drab hae, with perfectly creased 
trousers, with a cup of coffee in one hand 
and a boiled egg in the other sat "General" 
Coxey, as mild'a mannered a man as ever 
headed an army of peace. 


The question which has agitated "Wash- 


ington of late was propounded to him by 
a reporter: "What do you intend to do 
when the police prevent you from hold- 
ing 
your 
meeting 
in 
the Capitol 


grounds?" he was asked. 


"No one will prevent us," replied the 


gear from Massillon, with great prompt- 
ness. "Does aot the constitution guar- 
antee the right to peaceably assemble and 
petition congressf" 


"But there is* police regulation passed 


by congress which forbids processions aad 
assemblages on the Capitol grounds, and 
the police will stop your army if it at- 
tempts to trespass."

A Peculiar Gathering. 


The conversation of Mr. Coxey was 


broken into by a trumpet which sum- 
moned the choir of the army. Following 
Cart Browne, this choir of a dozen 
privates in the sriny flocked out to the 
platform wagon which has borne the rs- 
markable allegorical panorama of tbe 
curse of national banks. Brovme climbed 
into the wngon. 
Beside him stood a, 


stalwart man holding up a banner with 
the legend: "The kingdom of 
(oa earth) is at hand." 


The'Choir sang in various keys (a key 


to each individual) a psrody on the re-, 
vival hymn, "Hold the Fort." Bt-tore' 
the singing was enried several hundred 
gathered around the wagon with uplifted 
{aces. Across the race track in front of 
the improvised platform the grand stand 
Beats we*e••filled with solid rows of men 
and women like a race day crowd. The 
track itself was filled with men and 
woin«a of th« fashionable world, listen-

Survivors J-'lock to the Hills Fearing That 


Further Shocks Would Engull Them. 


ATHENS, April 30.—The official report* 


from the earthquake stricken districts 
are coming in, and the? in nowise mini- 
mize tho first accounts of the disaster. 
The whole coast line suffered terribly 
from the shocks. 


The loss of life on Friday must have 


been very great. Reports from all the 
districts have not been received, but the 
minister of the interior has received ad- 
vices showing that in the Lokris district 
alone JOU pi-r»ons were killed. 


Two hundred and thirty-three bodies 


huvo already been recovered, and the 
work of M-arebing for tbe others is being 
actively pursued. About 300 persons were 
iujurod. 


Evct-ytuiiiK possible is being done to al- 


leviate this distruss, and tbe government 
is spending money with unsparing hand. 
Many ricb Greeks 
h.-ive 
contributed 


largely for the relief of their countrymen, 
but, notwithstanding this public and 
private assistance, there is bound to be 
much suffering. 


The people of Atnlauta have fled to tbe 


hills for safety, dreading that other severe 
Bhocks mijrht tome that would bury them 
in the large crevices that opened in every 
direction ou the plains. In this district 
there was a coutiuuous series of shocks. 
Iu seven hours and a half 365 ware 
counted. The terrorlof the people almost 
passes description. 
When the earth 


movements began and bouses began to 
tont;r aud fall, many of the inhabitants 
w bo were uninjured forgot everything ex- 
cept their persouul safety. 


A Horrible UxperlODce. 


With no thought of the injured, they 


ran wildly from tho doomed city aud 
sought a firm stumiiog place on the bills 
tbnt rise behind the town. Some while 
ruiiumg were thrown to tho ground by 
tbe violence of tbe shocks that followed 
tht first s.ev;ere one and were quite badly 
hurt. The earth swung to and fro like a 
pendulum. Great fissures opened in the 
eurth over au area of 10 square kilometers. 


Only those who have witnessed tho 


helpless terror occasioned by a severe 
earthquake shock can lorm any idea of 
the p.-UMC-strickeu condition of the people, 
from wuk-h they have not yet entirely re- 
covered. 


Much damage 
was done along the 


shore by a s>eL-imia wave which encroached 
along the eoa.-tt for 
a distance of !iQ 


meters. A number of houses were de- 
stroyed by this m«aas, and there can be 
110 doubt that lives were algo lost. 


Huge masses of rock were detached 


from the mountains and buried with 
thundering crash into the valleys below. 
Eyo witnesses of the scene describe it as 
having been an awe-inspiring exhibition 
of the mighty forces o£ nature, before 
which man was ntterly helpless. 


Deep subterranean rumblings and re- 


ports, resembling Ithe sound of cannon 
fired .n.t a distance, continue to ba heard, 
and the people nre in. mortal fesr that 
other ,-ind more severe shocks may follow. 


The contour of part of the coast line 


has been materially changed. The shore 
on the European side bus sunk six feet. 


Other phenomena accompanied the dis- 


turbance. The sniphur springs at Aidipso 
were temporarily changed iu character 
and spouted forth torrents of almost boil- 
ins; w.ter. Springs of pure, fresh water 
appeared in t'ho crater of an extinct vol- 
cano. 


The center of the disturbance lies be- 


tween L-iryruna and the ilaiian ga.lt, but 
throughout the extent of Greecs the 
•bocks were felt.

Huge masses of rock were detached 


from tho mountains aud hurled with 
thundering crash luto tho valleys below 
Eye witnesses o£ the scene describe it as 
having boen au awc-insplrlng exhibition 
of tho mighty forces of nature; before 
which man was utterly helpless.
